city, died at 12:25 
o’clock at night. 
Death was due to pneumonia induced 
by a severe cold 
which Mrs. Davis 
contracted upon her return from th e 
Adirondacks, where she had spent the 
sum m er 
months. 
Although 
grave 
ferns were 
felt from tin* 
first, Mrs. 
Davis’ 
wonderful 
vitality, 
which 
brought her safely through a similar 
attack a year ago, gave hope of ulti­ 
mate recovery 
until Monday 
night, 
when a decided change for the worse 
was evident and the attending physi­ 
cians announced 
that the end 
w as 
near. 
It was then believed that Mrs. 
Davis could not survive the night, but 
she rallied slightly during the early 
hours 
of the 
day. 
Shortly after 
7 
o'clock in the morning, she had a sim ­ 
ilar spell and Rev. N ath an A. Sough*,

in this 
city, where she had a wide circle of 
friends. 
T hroughout her 
illness so- 
licitious Inquiries regarding her con­ 
dition were continually made at her 
apartments. 
Definite plans for the funeral have 
not been made, but 
it is understood 
that services will be held here by her 
pastor and it is definitely known that 
the body will repose by the side of the 
late president of the Confederacy in 
Richmond.
